DEVONSHIRE MOUNE. 

About a hundred years ago Devonshire Hove 
was the last house in Pivcadilly. On the se 
which it now eccupies stood the magnificent ma- 
sion and domain of the Earls of Berkeley, whih 
Evelyn describes as hy far ‘the most noble 
gardens, courts and accommodations, and etatcy 
porticos, in any where about town."’ 1 hose gs- 
dens were especially celebrated for the pe 
turesque inequality of the ground, and the 4- 
tensive fish-ponds occupying the site on whih 
Berkeley Square and Lansdowne House nw 
stand. The gardens were partly destroyed a4 
built over in 1684; about twenty years afte- 
wards, the house was pulled down and sold, ad 
the first Duke of Devonshire built a mansionin 

rt of the ground, which, about 1720, ws 
destroyed by tire; and his son, the second Dub, 
rebuilt it as it now stands, from tho desigaspf 
Kent the architect. 

It may perhaps surprise those who have #t 
the entree of Devonshire Mouse, to be told tat 
it contains, among other treasures, one of -te 
noblest collections of pictures in London. ‘Lit | 
they are not more publicly known, oF oce- 
sivnally thrown open to visitors, like the mre 
celebrated Stafford and Grosvenor Galleries is 
assuredly not owing to any want of spirit od | 
courtesy m their present munificent possesar;

It appear- 
ed he was at times in the habit of dressing in a 
most extraordinary manne:, and when he used 
to go and see Miss Dalziel, to whom he left his 
property, his dress was a white linen coat, red 
breeches, and blue He used to talk 
about marrying her, although he had a wife liv- 
ing. One of the witnesses deposed to his coming 
to him one morning, abeut the time the will 
bears date, and asking him for the loan of a 
white handkerchief, as he was that morning to 
be married to three females. Witness said, 
“ Why, you had better let old Sarah, your wife, 
die first.’ He replied, ** Gh! she has been dead 
a fortnight, and the whole parish were at 
the funeral, which was a very nice one.’” On 
another occasion, when he was refused admit- 
t o the house of Miss Dalsie! he etannead 
—e~ 3 ~srmsuuye Up With potalo-tops, saying he 
would smoke them out; and it would also pre- 
vent the devil from coming in, as he did not like 
the smeil of potatees.—‘ Laughter.)—-He would 
frequently amuse himself by picking his coat to 
pieces, to kill what he called French flies, with 
which be said be was teazed. On another oc 
easion, talking about his being married, he said, 
although he should marry three, yet one would 
be hie favourite; he had, therefore, bought a spik 
and span new license for her, and the others he 
should marry with second hand licenses.— 
(Laughter.)}—He continued to talk a great deal 
in this strain, and most of his observations were 
very indecent.
